'The obese in A m erica arc being 
b om b ard ed from all directions with 
advice to lose weight. Insurance 
com panies stress m ortality tables 
and 
physicians, 
the 
relationship 
betw een overw eight and 
arterio* 
sclerosis, 
high 
blood 
pressure, 
he a rt disease, diabetc.s. and gall 
b lad d er disturbances. Big business 
enters the picture by prom oting 
slim m ing regim ens and a host of 
senseless, even dangerous, red uc­ 
ing procedures. 
'The 
obese 
person bum ps 
into 
m a ny obstacles on the 
road 
to 
leanness. The low caloric diet will 
lead to the proper destination, but 
the m ajority of fatties are look ing 
for an easier way. When glandular 
e x tra cts fail they usually turn to 
chem icals that a re 
said 
to 
dis­ 
courage appetite. These products 
work for a while, but are not en­ 
tirely satisfactory. 


E xercise is next on the agenda, 
but. lik e the other plan.s, is a poor 
substitute for dieting. A 2.)0 pound 
m an, for exam ple, m ust clim b 20 
flights of .stairs to elim inate the 
caloric eq uivalent of one slice of 
bread. 
By om itting an ounce of 
c re a m from his coffee, he is able 
to elim inate the sam e num b er of 
calories as would be dissipated by 
walk ing a mile. It would be neces­ 
sa ry for this chap to hik e 36 m iles 
to rid himself of 1 pound of fat. 
So m uch physical activity is re­ 
q uired to tak e off so little pound­ 
age. exercise obviously i.s not a 
worthwhile reducing method. Out 
of door exercise will im prove the 
feeling of well being as well as 
m uscle tone, but it also increases 
appetite and m a y be hard on the 
heart. 
T ubby 
then 
turns 
to 
m assa ge 
which, he has heard , tak es off flesh. 
The m asse ur m a y even cite him ­ 
self as an exam ple, and rightly so, 
because he is the only one in the 
deal who loses weight. On the other 
hand, m assage tones up the sk in 
and discourages it from hanging in 
folds as blubber falls aw ay with 
ad herence to low caloric m eals. 


A few trick s a re available to help 
the reducer. D ecreasing the liq uid 
and salt intak e will re strain the 
accum ulation of fluid in the tissues. 
W ater is heavy, as any k nows who 
has c arried a buck et or two for 
100 feet. E lim inating cock tails be­ 
fore dinner and liq ueurs afte rw a rd 
often m ak es the difference betw een 
losing and standing still.

m e a ns that the individual should 
go e asy on b read , ne e , 
piotato, 
m acaroni, and spaghetti. M oderate 
am ounts of lean m eat. fish. fowl, 
egg. coarse grain, and sk im milk 
m ay be eaten, as well as fresh 
fruits, juices, and raw and cotik cd 
green vegetables. For those who 
have trouble elim inating dessert.s, 
fruit in any form is preferred to 
pies and cak es which contain 20^) 
til 400 calories, w hereas canned or 
frozen friuts run betw een 100 and 
200 and fresh fruit. 40 to 80 cal­ 
ories. Other low caloric d esserts 
include gelatine, sherbet, custard, 
junk et, and sponge and angel food 
cak e without icing. 
T he m anne r m which food is 
cook ed also is im portant. A boiled 
r g R yields 75 calories; the sam e 
egg fried supplies 110. A serving 
of head lettuce contains 10 calories, 
but the addition of a lablesptxinful 
of ordinary dressing increa.^es its 
fuel value tenfold.

caloric 
dressings m ay be m ade with non­ 
absorbable m ineral oil.

Pledges All- Out Effort For Harmony With Congress 


W A S H IN G T O N -M ost of the big 
overseas airlines a re now bringing 
Ciis hom e for C hristm as on c ha rte r 
flights, following this colum n’s dis­ 
closure last week that P an A m eri­ 
can A irw ays had pressured them 
not to pe rm it c ha rte r flights. 
Im m ed iately

claim ing to have been a d verse ly 
affected or tha t their b usinesses 
w ere being re ta rd ed . 
Along with the splendid re port 
from the Business Advisory Coun­ 
cil m ight well be brought forth 
a re port on w hat have been the 
e onom ic conseq uences of court d e ­ 
c rees and court jud gm ents in anti- 
Iru.st c ases of the last .50 ye ars. 
T ha t would do m ore to shed light 
on w hat a re the tangible results 
than a discussion of legal techni­ 
calities. though a good c a s e c a n 
be m a d e for a rew ritten a nti-trust 
law with clearly stated legislative 
sta nd ard s for the guidance not only 
of businessm en but of the court* 
a s well.

This Christmas 


It is not strange if som e m en. of little faith, should 
find som ething of an absurdity in the promise of the 
first C hristm as m essage, the m essage of good tidings 
of great joy "which shall be to all people,” of peace 
and "good w ill toward m en " 


It is true that America faces the incongruity of 
the festival’s carols m ingling with the threnody of 
bombers and tanks sounding in far-off Korea, that 
there are evidences everyw here that the faith th at 
C h rists birth was m eant to inspire is futile. 


B ut hope cannot be rejected so hastily. 
T his 
Christm as m ay not be a carefree season, but still it 
will som ehow be a happy one. Men will not be unaware 
of m a n s Inhum anity to m an. 
There will be hope 
springing eternal, and m en will realize It. 


They w ill realize how far the hope that had its 
origin in a stable at B ethlehem has brought the hum an 
race and th at this hope, more than any other single 
factor in the life of m an, has saved m ankind from the 
debasem ent of utter savagery. 


If m en could see clearly the life of Christ from 
that first hour in the stable, where Mary and Joseph 
had sought refuge when the door of the inn was closed 
against them , to that last despairing hour of agony on 
the bare hill of G olgotha, they m ight turn against 
war and its suffering. 


But this vision would involve the possession of a 
degree of spiritual perfection w hich m ankind, frail and 
ever fascinated by the tem ptation to err. does not 
enjoy. 
Men m ust be content, accordingly, w ith the 
knowledge th at slowly, alm ost im perceptibly, progress 
Is being m ade, and th at eventually, although perhaps 
not in the tim e of anyone now living or that of their 
children, the world will w itness the trium ph of an 
Ideal. 


Yes, there are wars and rumors of wars, but the 
K ing of K ings, born in a m anger, foresaw each depar­ 
ture from the divine plan throughout the ages and 
dism issed the subject. ‘ The end is not yet,” He said 
calm ly. 


No, the end is not yet 
M an’s plots and plans are 
brief and futile, even when conceived by the Caesar s. 
the A lexanders, the k in g s of F iance, the czars of 
Russia, th e N apoleons and their m odern counterparts. 
The captains and the kings depart and little that they 
do leaves an im press upon the sands of tim e 


All that endures is the D ivine Purpose, which Is as 
firm today and as unchanged as It was more than 
nineteen hundred years ago. w hen the first Christian, 
grown to m anhood, w-alked the earth. 


And today, in spite of the cynics and the scoffers, 
the war and the tum ult throughout the ages, m ankind 
has Christm as, w hich stands as an eternal g u a r a n t e e 
of the invincibility of the C hristian hope and of th* 
divinity of the Child, born to a fam ily of sojourners 
w ho sought refuge in a stable because there was no 
room in the inn. 


Another Christmas At War 


T his is the third C hristm as to find the U nited 
States at war in Korea, w ith the U S and other UN 
forces in about the sam e m ilitary position as at 
C hristm as 1951 and In a m uch better one than at 
C hristm as 1950. The North Korean radio has broad­ 
cast that the Com m unist troops will be In Seoul by 
C hristm as Day, but the UN soldiers aren't taking the 
threat seriously. 


The C hristm as of 1950 cam e just one m onth after 
the Chinese C om m unist arm ies had launched from 
M anchuria their drive that split the UN forces in two, 
and forced them to retreat in haste to avoid being 
cut off. The C om m unists had recaptured Pyongyang, 
capital of North Korea, and had penetrated below the 
38th Parallel Into South Korea 
On that Decem ber 25 of 1950 the T enth Corps was 
•vacuated by sea from the H am hung-H ungnam beach­ 
head 
Ten days later the retreating UN forces were to 
abandon Seoul, but by the m iddle of January they 
were at last holding firm, and were soon to take the 
offensive. 
On C hristm as Day 1951 th e fighting, along w hat is 
pretty m uch the present battle-line, was desultory 
because cease-fire n egotiations were still under way 
and most of the W estern world was still hoping th at 
they would get som ewhere, About 18,000 U S soldiers 
had lost their lives in Korea, with the number to go 
over 23,000 by C hristm as of 1952 
President Trum an on C hristm as Eve 1951 declared 
that our soldiers in Korea were "protecting us and all 
free men from aggression" and were "trying to prevent 
another world w ar.” In Korea, the President said, "the 
free nations are proving, by deeds, that m an is free 
and must rem ain free, that aggression m ust end, that, 
n ations m ust obey the law." 
In all churches on 
C hristm as Day prayers were offered for peace before 
another C hristm as should roll around. May it com* 
before t brist m as of 1953. 


What Price Survival? 


A story Is told of a class of Navy fliers about to 
depart for P acific carrier duty during World War II 
T he final phase of their com bat indoctrination was a 
trip through the "Survival School” at Pensacola, Fla 
W hen m arooned on rafts or on P acific atolls, they 
w ere told, it would be possible to squeak through by 
m aking full use of various 
fish. 
Now, said the 
Instructor, you squeeze the juice out of this fish, like 
this, and you ca n —ugh—drink it. 
So he did, and 
turned a pale but trium phant face to the class. 
"Man,” cam e a voice from the rear, "if th a t’s 
aurvivin’, I'm going down with the plane." 
U. S Air Force pilots are going through an Arctic 
Survival school run by the C anadian governm ent as 
part of the large scale joint air defense effort against 
polar attack. During a two week course on treeless 
Victoria Island, a bleak hum m ock of land surrounded 
by floating ice pack, fliers learn to live in igloos and 
exist off the various types of plant and anim al life 
found under snow and rocks in the Arctic. 
Apparently there Is considerable nourishm ent in 
several m asses, am ong them the root of th e wooly 
lousewort. One suggested dish Is "boiled m ouse and 
lousewort ” Snow mice. apparently, can be dug out of 
these cozy nests to provide the m eat portion. 
If this sounds a little horrible, young m en who 
have spent som e tim e adrift on life rafts and on odd 
pieces of real estate the world over, say th at resistance 
to such gourm et delights as Arctic m ouse or raw fish 
decreases with every m ile that separates an individual 
from 
the 
nearest 
well 
stocked 
m ilitary 
m ess 
or 
restaurant.

The obese in A m erica are being 
b om barded from all directions with 
advice to lose weight. Insurance 
com panies stress m ortality tables 
and 
physicians, 
the 
relationship

blood 
pressure, 
h e art disease, diabetes, and gall 
bladder disturbances. Big business 
enters the picture by prom oting 
slim m ing regim ens and a host of 
senseless, even dangerous, red u c­ 
ing procedures. 
The 
obese 
person 
bum ps 
into 
m an y obstacles on the 
road 
to 
leanness. The low caloric diet will 
lead to the proper destination, but 
the m ajority of fatties are looking 
for an easier way. When glandular 
ex tracts fail they usually turn to 
chem icals that are 
said 
to 
dis­ 
courage appetite. These products 
work for a while, but are not en ­ 
tirely satisfactory. 


E xercise is next on the agenda, 
but, like the other plans, is a poor 
substitute for dieting. A 250 pound 
m an. for exam ple, m ust clim b 20 
flights of stairs to elim inate the 
caloric equivalent of one slice of 
b read 
By om itting an ounce of 
c rea m from his coffee, he is able 
to elim inate the sa m e n u m b er of 
calories as would be dissipated by 
walking a mile. It would be neces­ 
sary for this chap to hike 36 m iles 
to rid him self of I pound of fat. 
So m uch physical activity is re ­ 
quired to take off so little pound­ 
age. exercise obviously is not a 
worthwhile reducing m ethod. Out 
of door exercise will im prove the 
feeling of well being as well as 
m uscle tone, but it also increases 
appetite and m ay be h a rd on the 
heart. 
Tubby then 
turns 
to 
m assa g e 
which, he has heard, takes off flesh. 
The m as se u r m ay even cite h im ­ 
self as an exam ple, and rightly so. 
because he is the only one in the 
deal who loses weight. On the other 
hand, m assa g e tones up the skin 
and discourages it from hanging in 
folds as blubber falls aw ay with 
ad h eren ce to low caloric m eals, 


A few tricks are available to help 
the reducer. D ecreasing the liquid 
and salt intake will re strain the 
accum ulation of fluid in the tissues.

E lim inating cocktails be­ 
fore dinner and liqueurs a fterw ard 
often m ak e s the difference betw een 
losing and standing still.

go easy on bread, 
rice. 
potato, 
m acaroni, and spaghetti. M oderate 
am o u n ts of lean m eat, fish, fowl, 
egg, coarse grain, and skim milk 
m ay be eaten, as well as fresh 
fruits, juices, and raw and cooked 
green vegetables. F o r those who 
have trouble elim inating desserts, 
fruit in any form is p re ferred to 
pies and cakes which contain 200 
to 400 calories, w h ereas canned or 
frozen friuts run betw een IOO and 
200 and fresh fruit, 40 to 80 cal­ 
ories. Other low caloric desserts 
include gelatine, sherbet, custard, 
junket, and sponge and angel food 
cake without icing.

Jesus the only begotten 
son of God — depending upon 
the 
traditions of one’s 
rare. 
Such a birthday can only m ani­ 
fest itself in adoration of God. 
For whether one be Christian, 
Jew, or Moslem, it must be re­ 
cognized that Jesus of Nazar­ 
eth. in the land now called Is­ 
rael, spoke God's word and it 
was carried to all the corners 
of the earth. 


The spirit of the Old T es ta m en t

All the religions whose roots are 
in P alestinian soil, reject a m a ­ 
terialistic concept of m an. They 
all hold that God gave not only 
life but the "R u a h H akodesh" —- 
the Holy Spirit to m an. And it is 
this Holy Spirit which is im m ortal, 
for it is life. 
In the B eatitudes. J e s u s docs not 
in any place speak of the gran d eu r 
of m aterial things; 
He does not

says:

To leave to the courts, upon re p ­ 
resentations from a governm ental 
bu reau cracy , each y e a r to decide 
how’ A m erican business shall op­ 
e ra te is to stifle initiative and. at 
the s a m e tim e. deprive 
rightful 
groups of their opportunity to com ­ 
pete. For the D e p artm en t of J u s ­ 
tice gets all w rapped up in the 
technicalities of anti-trust legisla- 
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lion in a few’ spectacu lar cases end 
necessarily overlooks the numer­ 
ous instances in which competition 
is im paired every day as between 
w hat might be called routine co m ­ 
petitors. 
W hat is needed is a re -e x a m in a ­ 
tion of the basic principle on w’hich 
anti-trust laws rest. F o rty y e a rs 
ago the country w as im portuned 
by both m ajo r political p a rties to 
set up a governm ental com m ission 
to regulate competition. The F e d ­ 
eral T rad e Com m ission w as event* 
ually created in 1913 to fill th a t 
need.

monopoly than dozens of law suits

B usinessm en know o r ought to 
know the d an g er lines which exist 
betw een

petitors. The record of the law suits 
decided thus far also is a guide. 
But w hat has happened if th a t in 
re ce n t y e ars cap rice has taken the 
place of reason and suits a r e filed 
to keep a staff of law yers busy 
on "big c a s e s " while the real p ro b ­ 
lem re m a in s unsolved. T h at p ro b ­ 
lem involves "freed o m of oppor­ 
tu n ity ” —how sm aller businessm en 
a re to get the capital to com pete 
against the bigger ones. The Busi­ 
ness Advisory Council says with 
co m m en d ab le frankness: 
"O nly a firm endow ed with sub­ 
stantia! resources can prod a n o th er 
large firm into the type of cease­ 
less striving that results in m ax i­ 
mizing the public w elfare." 
Could Cite C'onsequenrei 
But how can the sm aller com ­ 
petitor 
get 
the

so u rces." and w hat re strain ts ar* 
placed in the way of such com peti­ 
tion either by banking interests or 
bv the failure of the laws of co m ­ 
petition to be srtictly enforced by 
the governm ent? 
It has long been know’n in W ash­ 
ington th at anti-trust suits m ay h* 
used 
for political 
purposes one* 
thev a re instituted, but fu n d a m e n ­ 
tally they are originated in a lm o st 
ev ery instance by som e business­ 
m an or by a group of businesses 
claim ing to have been ad v ersely 
affected or th at their businesses 
w ere being retard ed . 
Along with the splendid re p o rt 
from the Business Advisory Coun­ 
cil m ight well 
be brought 
forth 
a re p o rt on w hat h ave been the 
e onom ic consequences of court d e ­ 
crees and court jud g m en ts in a n ti­ 
tru s t cases of the last 50 y e ars. 
T hat would do m o re to shed light 
on w hat are the tangible resu lts 
th an a discussion of legal techni­ 
calities. though a good c as e c a n 
be m ad e for a rew ritten anti-trust 
law with clearly stated legislative 
s ta n d ard s for the guidance not only 
of bus m essm en but of the co u rts 
as well.
